Several people have commented that since the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11 motorists seem 
to have had a change of heart. 

Beyond the aesthetic changes to their vehicles the ubiquitous antenna flags and the 
United-We-Stands and God-Bless-Americas scrawled on car windows — the motorists 
themselves have been less aggressive and more courteous to other drivers. 

Impossible to prove, though I hope it's true. 

vyhittipr, Calif., psychologist Arnold Nerenberg thinks It is . And he's an expert of sorts on 
human behavior behind the wheel. 'My observation is there's more of a sense of national 
identity and togetherness,' he said in a telephone interview from his office. 'It's resurrected 
the American spirit and the realization that our destinies and fates are tied together as 
Americans, whatever our differences may be. There's more courtesy so there's less angry 
driving on the road.' 

Watching 6,000 souls perish as the tallest buildings in our country's greatest city are 
reduced to a smoldering hole in the ground will do that. It also will give us a reason to 
consider how short our own lives could be, Nerenberg believes. 

'It's awakened an awareness of our mortality,' he said of the attacks. 'There's a sense that 
life could end for many of us.' 

And that realization has had a strong effect on the way people behave — even while they're 
driving. 

Nerenberg, who has practiced clinical psychology for 30 years, has understood this for a 
long time. He has developed a pioneering treatment for road rage that works, he said, 
because it begins by helping motorists gain a renewed appreciation for life. 

He calls it 'death visualization' or 'coffin treatment.' 

'I have them imagine that something they've done out of anger while driving has led to the 
death of a loved one, a child, a spouse or a parent,' he explained. 'It's pretty shocking. It's 
an awakening.' 

To add to the reality of the visualization session there is often a casket in the room while the 
therapy is taking place, hence the name. 

The reason this type of visualization is necessary is because humans have a tendency to not 
'appreciate what we have until we lose it, or are about to lose it,' Nerenberg said. 
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After road ragers recognize the tragedy their aggressive driving could cause, they're ready 
to practice techniques to deal with the frustration they'll inevitably continue to encounter on 
the road. 

When a potentially frustrating incident occurs, when they get caught behind a slow driver or 
are cut off by another motorist or lose a standoff for a parking space, Nerenberg instructs 
them to ask themselves some questions: 'Do you want to lose control or keep the control for 
yourself? Am I going to let everyone have control over me and turn me into a raving idiot?' 

This puts the situation in its proper context and allows drivers to deal more rationally with 
their emotions. 

Since the terrorist strikes earlier this month, there's been a lot of talk about the societal 
changes those shocking events have triggered. Many have wondered when, or If, life will 
return to normal. 

Nerenberg's right. It's human nature to not appreciate what we have until it's gone. Call 
the attacks a national coffin treatment or whatever you like, but after watching so many 
lose so much, we're more grateful for our freedoms, more united, happier to be alive and, 
one hopes, more tolerant of others. 

If this change in perspective also has helped motorists put the insignificant inconveniences 
on the road into their proper context, resulting in less aggressive driving and more 
courteous behavior, then let's hope life in this one way never returns to normal. 

'We lost 6,000 Americans in that tragic bombing,' Nerenberg said. 'But do you know we 
lose 28,000 lives to aggressive driving every year? There needs to be a war on angry 
driving.' 

NEW LAWS TO TAKE EFFECT 

Beginning Monday, two new traffic laws go into effect, but only one will immediately be 
enforced, law enforcement officials said. 

The first law -- the one that will be enforced prohibits anyone under the age of 18 from 
riding in the back of a pickup or on the bed of a flatbed truck. 

There are some exceptions. The law doesn't apply to parades and agricultural activities in 
the cow counties. 

The second law — the one that won't be enforced for a while -- requires slow drivers to pull 
over for vehicles backed up behind them on two-lane state roads. 

When enforcement does begin, slowpokes with five or more cars waiting to pass them will 
get a misdemeanor ticket if they don't make way for the faster-moving vehicles. If traffic 
doesn't allow others to pass, slow drivers must pull over at the next turnout or 'nearest 
place' that allows the motorists to safely pull over. 

'My concern with it is there hasn't been a lot of foresight into the implementation of it other 
than 'here's a law and go enforce it,' ' said Col. David Hosmer, chief of the Nevada Highway 
Patrol. 

Hosmer has asked his officers to hold off on citing motorists under the new law until the 
public is aware of the law and his officers understand how to fairly administer it. 
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'WeVe always had laws on the book that said passing must be done with due care/ he said. 
'Now we're looking at misdemeanor punishment for someone who isn't comfortable traveling 
55 mph or 75 mph.'

Researchers say fish tanks can help calm Alzheimer's patients. 

Purdue University nursing professor Nancy Edwards studied 60 patients with the senility- 
inducing disease _ some of whom were given a tank of colorful fish to stare at during 
mealtimes. 

She discovered the fish-tank watchers were more relaxed and less likely to yell, pace around 
the floor or become physically aggressive. 

They were also able to eat more food at dinner because they were less likely to be distracted 
_ a common trait of Alzheimer's disease patients. 

Edwards says the presence of brightly colored fish also perked up many of the more 
lethargic patients, making them more likely to participate in conversations and activities. 

Bermuda Triangle just a lot of water these days 

The Bermuda Triangle's history of mysteriously vanishing ships and aircraft has come to an 
end. 

That's the word from Bermuda Triangle expert David Jungclaus, who says there have been 
no recent reports of disappearing planes and ships because the area is now protected by an 
energy shield.
